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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To surely prevent such a case where 
the card data are stolen in an internet and the commodities are 
unfairly purchased by an outsider by ordering the commodities via 
the internet and sending the card data via a telephone circuit, 
respectively. 

SOLUTION: A user 1 selects his desired commodities via a 
terminal equipment 2 and an internet 3 and also sends the personal 
data on the users address, name, etc., to a shopping server 4 to 
specify the user s identity. The server 4 sends the approval 
number received from an approval server 7 to the user 1 via the 
internet 3. Then the user 1 sends his credit card data including the 
number, the available period, etc., of the card to the server 7 via a 
telephone circuit 8. The server 4 confirms the approval and 
instructs a commodity shipping center 6 to ship the commodities. 
Thus, it is possible to prevent an outsider from purchasing unfairly 
the commodities.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the mail order method using the Internet which can prevent 
certainly the mail order method using the Internet, and purchasing goods unjustly via the Internet 
especially. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]The conventional mail order method using the Internet is explained referring 
to drawings. 

[0003] Drawing 2 is a flow chart showing the conventional mail order method using the Internet. As shown in 
drawing 2 , the user 1 chooses the goods purchased via the Internet 3 with the terminal 2 (order). The user 
1 inputs the card data of the number of a credit card, a name, the term of validity, etc. into the homepage 
of the terminal 2, and this performs this card data by transmitting on the Internet 3. 
[0004]Thus, the transmitted card data is transmitted to the shopping server 4 of a commodity selling 
agency via the provider whom the user 1 has joined. The shopping server 4 transmits card data to the 
approval organizations 5, such as credit card recognition Seng **-, the user 1 — the owner of a credit 
card — when it checks whether you are the person himself/herself and it is checked that he is the person 
himself/herself, the shopping server 4 directs dispatch of goods in the shipping-products center 6. On the 
other hand, when it cannot be checked that he is the person himself/herself, that is transmitted to the 
user 1 via the Internet 3. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]However, the conventional mail order method using the Internet 
mentioned above has the following problems. That is, although the user's 1 card data is transmitted to the 
shopping server 4 of a commodity selling agency via the provider whom the user 1 has joined, there is a 
possibility that card data may be stolen by tapping etc. in the meantime, and a provider does not have the 
guarantee of maintenance of secret, either. Although encryption of card data is proposed as a measure 
which solves such a problem, since the method of decoding a code will be developed immediately, this 
method does not become radical solution, either. 

[0006]Therefore, when the purpose of this invention purchases goods via the Internet, perform an order of 
goods via the Internet and transmission of card data, It is in providing the mail order method using the 
Internet which can prevent goods from card data being stolen on the Internet and being unjustly purchased 
by the third party certainly by carrying out by a telephone line independently. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]The invention according to claim 1 chooses goods purchased via the 
Internet with a user's terminal, and. users, such as an address and a name, — transmitting personal data 
which specify the person himself/herself to a shopping server, it ranks second and said shopping server, 
Transmit, rank select data and said personal data of said goods second to an approval server, and said 
approval server, Transmit to said shopping server, rank said user and a peculiar approval number of said 
goods second, and said shopping server, Transmit said settlement number to said user via the Internet, and 
it ranks second, Transmit to said approval server, rank card data and said settlement numbers, such as a 
number of said user's credit card, and the term of validity, second via a telephone line, and said approval 
server, Said card data transmitted by said personal data transmitted by said shopping server and said user 



is transmitted to an approval organization, said user — an owner of said credit card — when it checks 
whether you are the person himself/herself and it is checked that he is the person himself/herself, said 
approval server notifies said shopping server of an approval check, it ranks second and said shopping 
server, When it points to dispatch of said goods in the shipping-products center and it is not able to be 
checked on the other hand that he is the person himself/herself, said approval server has the feature to 
transmit that to said user via the Internet via said shopping server.

[Embodiment of the Invention]Next, one example of the mail order method using the Internet of this 
invention is described, referring to drawings. 

[0009] Drawin g 1 is a flow chart showing the mail order method using the Internet of this invention, as 
shown in drawing j , this invention chooses first the goods which the user 1 purchases via the Internet 3 
with the terminal 2 (order) — simultaneous — users, such as an address and a name, — the personal data 
which specify the person himself/herself are transmitted to the shopping server 4. Subsequently, the 
shopping server 4 transmits the select data and said personal data of goods to the approval server 7. 
Subsequently, the approval server 7 transmits the user 1 and the peculiar approval number of goods to the 
shopping server 4. Here, an approval number is the product number continuously given to the goods 
ordered from the shopping server 4 in order of the order. 

[0010]Subsequently, the shopping server 4 transmits said settlement number to the user 1 via the Internet 
3. Thus, if a settlement number is transmitted, the user 1 will transmit card data and said settlement 
numbers, such as a number of the users 1 credit card, and the term of validity, to the approval server 7 via 
the telephone line 8 (touch-tone phone). Subsequently, the approval server 7 transmits the card data 
transmitted by said personal data transmitted by the shopping server 4 and the user 1 to the approval 
organizations 5, such as a credit card recognition center, the user 1 — the owner of a credit card — when 
it checks whether you are the person himself/herself and it is checked that he is the person 
himself/herself, the approval server 7 notifies the shopping server 4 of an approval check. Thus, if the 
shopping server 4 is notified of an approval check, the shopping server 4 directs dispatch of goods in the 
shipping-products center 6. On the other hand, when it is not able to be checked that he is the person 
himself/herself, the approval server 7 transmits that to the user 1 via the Internet 3 via the shopping 
server 4. 

[0011]Thus, when goods purchase via the Internet, goods can be certainly prevented from card data being 
stolen by tapping etc. on the Internet and being unjustly purchased by the third party by performing only 
transmission of card data by a telephone line independently. 
[0012] 

[Effect of the Invention]As explained above, when purchasing goods via the Internet according to this 
invention, perform an order of goods via the Internet and transmission of card data, The useful effect that 
it can prevent certainly is brought [ that card data is stolen on the Internet and goods are unjustly 
purchased by the third party, and ] about by carrying out by a telephone line independently.

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CLAIMS 

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]Choose goods purchased via the Internet with a users terminal, and. users, such as an address 
and a name, — transmitting personal data which specify the person himself/herself to a shopping server, it 
ranks second and said shopping server, Transmit, rank select data and said personal data of said goods 
second to an approval server, and said approval server, Transmit to said shopping server, rank said user 
and a peculiar approval number of said goods second, and said shopping server, Transmit said settlement 
number to said user via the Internet, and it ranks second, Transmit to said approval server, rank card data 
and said settlement numbers, such as a number of said users credit card, and the term of validity, second 
via a telephone line, and said approval server, Said card data transmitted by said personal data transmitted 
by said shopping server and said user is transmitted to an approval organization, said user — an owner of 
said credit card, when it checks whether you are the person himself/herself and it is checked that he is 
the person himself/herself, Said approval server notifies said shopping server of an approval check, ranks 
second to him, and said shopping server points to dispatch of said goods in the shipping-products center, 
and on the other hand, A mail order method using the Internet when it is not able to be checked that he is 
the person himself/herself, wherein said approval server transmits that to said user via the Internet via 
said shopping server. 
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
